“The leaders of that faith have a 
wonderful system for colonizing and 
they are now moving to secure a large 
acreage in the Medicine Valley for 
jtheir people’ he said, adding “We 
jhave no organization in my church to 
|protect our settlers and the time is 
|ripe when the Presbyterian church 
must co-operate with some immigra- 
|tion society or with the government 
{to bring our people to Canada.”
